The  Lesson  of  the  Imperial  Press 
Conference 

An  Address  Delivered    Before  the  Canadian  Club, 

Montreal,  December  13th,  1909,  by 

Mr.  James  S.   Brlerley 

^S^.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,— 

From  this  platform,  a  ffw  wciks  atio,  Lord  Northcliffe  told  ui 
that  he  was  drlibcratply  kccjiing  himself  from  risiny  into  tltc 
Imperial  ether.  I  am  afraid  I  will  ha\e  to  confess  at  the  outset 
that  the  nature  of  niy  sulijerc  will  compel  me  to  project  myself  into 
that  imponticralile  element,  but  I  can  assure  you  that  if  my  head 
appears  to  rise  above  the  clouds  1  will  be  earnestly  endeavoring  to  keep 
my  feet  on  solid  ground. 

Perhaps  th?  fad  that  the  subject  of  Imperialism  in  some  of  its 
phases  is  to  be  discussed  before  you  to-day  by  a  Canadian  is  not  alto- 
gether to  be  rryrettcd.  It  has  been  our  fortune  as  a  Club  during  the 
past  few  years  to  hear  the  siiLject  debated  by  fellow-citizens  from  all 
parts  of  the  Empire  excepting'  Canada,  and  white  it  may  be  unfortunate 
that  it  is  not  now  to  be  discussed  by  some  one  more  capable,  I  can 
assure  you  that  you  could  find  no  Canadian  in  whom  is  more  deeply 
rooted  the  hope  that  the  destiny  of  the  British  people  is  to  remain 
united,  nor  one  more  keenly  anxious  that  the  cour-.*-  to  be  followed 
by  Canadians  will  be  so  dictated  by  reason,  as  well  as  based  on  senti- 
ment, that  the  union  will  be  looked  on  by  all  sections  of  the  popu- 
lation as  not  merely  the  natural  and  the  logical,  but  the  desirable, 
destiny  of  Canada. 

Imperialism,  to  many  minds,  smacks  of  world-adventures.  They 
think  of  it  in  terms  of  fleets  and  navies.  If  I  might  use  the  metaphor, 
they  hold  it  a  plant  of  exotic  growth,  not  one  of  that  common  or  garden 
variety  which  so  many  people  think  is  the  only  kind  suited  to  our 
democratic  Canadian  soil.  They  forget,  howevjr,  that  so  long  as 
Canad:  holds  her  membership  in  the  Empire  we  are  all  Imperialists, 
and  tiiat  as  good  citizens  we  should,  us  a  matter  of  course,  desire  to 
know  what  this  implies.

Tliifl  procena  is 
atill  at  worit,  and  the  path  of  duly  lurily  lies  in  roeok.iiiinn  it  and  in 
trying  to  promote  the  cour»i-  we  ronsi.kr  the  U->t,  than  in  slan<ling 
idly  by  and  accepting  wh.ilner  de>liny  the  gods  may  have  in  .Ir>re  for 
ua. 

We  are  Handing  face  to  face  to-day  with  problems  of  deeper 
and  more  far-reaching  national  significance  than  any  which  have 
presented  thenselvea  in  tlic  |jast.  I  am  sure  that  iie  membera  of 
Canadian  Clubs  desire  to  f.ice  the  situation  thus  crcalid  fairly  and 
■quarcly.  We  want  our  Impiridiam  it  we  are  to  be  Imperialists, 
to  be  sane  and  well-founded.  \\c  want  to  know  whai  it  -iill  cost  us, 
and  what  it  will  imply.  As  Lord  .\lilnir  -aid  on  this  platform  last 
year,  we  should  approach  the  consideration  if  this  t|uestion  without 
beating  of  drums  or  flaunting  of  Haas,  but  rati.,  r  as  men  with  i>ix-n 
minds,  seeking  by  calm  discussion  to  sift  the  practicabl"  from  the 
impracticable,  and  to  get  our  feet  if  possible  firmly  planted  on  the 
road  that  will  lead  us,  as  a  n,-;ion,  toward  the  highest  destiny,  toward 
the  attainment  of  the  best  ideals  of  natiuMal  well-being  and  national 
well-doing. 

THE  WELCOME  HO.ME. 

It  was  in  some  such  spirit  as  this  that  1  last  June  welcomed  an 
opportunity  which  came  to  visit  Great  Dritain  under  such  auspices 
and  conditions  as  implied  a  thorough  discussion  by  the  leading  men 
of  Great  Britain  of  those  pr^olems  wifh  which  our  national  future  is 
«0  closely  connected.  It  's  largely  owin^  to  a  sense  of  duty  towards 
the  men  who  created  these  conditio,  s  that  I  appear  before  you  to  day. 
Had  the  Imperial  Press  Conference  been  compos/fl  of  men  of 
a  common  avocation  met  to  discuss  matters  of  interest  to  themselves 
alone,  I  wuidd  have  no  justification  in  addres-ing  you  on  *^!s  subject. 
But  the  public  men  of  England  unqueslionaoly  gave  us,  tne  delegates 
to  that  tonfcrence,  a  message  to  you,  and  it  vnuld  be  but  a  poor  return 
for  all  they  did  for  us  if  we  do  not  take  every  opportur,  ly  to  convey 
to  the  people  of  th  overseas  dominions  the  message  that  was  entrusted 
to  ua. 

I  should  blush  for  the  modesty  -:id  common-sense — two  well- 
known  characteristics  of  newspaper  men— of  the  fifty  or  sixty  delegates 
to  the  conference  if  any  one  of  them  imagined  that  the  welcome  we 
received  was  meant  in  the  slightest  measure  for  us  as  individuals.  I 
am  iure  that  we  all  realized,  when  the  stately  homes  of  England,  in

important  of  all,  .uch  a  policy  may  be  adopted  with  the  practically 
unanimous  concurrence  of  all  Canadians,  wherea.  any  other  method 
of  assisting  in  the  defence  of  the  Empire  may  create  that  friction 
which  we  all  are  »  anxious  to  avoid,  and  might  destroy  that  harmony 
which  to-day  «,  happily  prevails.  It  i.  true,  as  I  have  Mid,  that  a 
Canadian  navy  must  in  its  beginning,  be  small  and  inadequate,  but 
«  will  be  our  f-.ilt  ,f  within  a  comparatively  short  time  i,  doe.  not 
become  an  institution  of  real  national  and  Imperial  value. 

Give  us  a  Dominion  navy,  and  if  the  day  of  trial  corae-the 
Armageddon  of  the  future-we  will  confirm  by  more  than  the  word 
of  mouth  the  real  alliance  of  the  race.  If  that  great  conflict  in  the 
northern  seas  ever  come-which  God  forbid-I  would  not  have  our 
share  in  it  repre^nted  by  men  hired  in  other  lands  with  our  money 
huMn^h?.  I  decks  of  ship,  bough,  by  u.  in  other  land, 
but  in  that  shock  of  battle  1  would  have  our  share  represented  by  our 
sons,  fighting  on  the  deck,  of  Canadian  .hips,  inspired  by  Canadian 
patriotism,  and  giving  up  their  lives,  if  need  be,  in  token  of  the  devotion 
ol  t^anada  to  the  Empire.
